Dr. Hopaon was born in this 
county more than eighty years ago. 
He was practically a selfmade man. 
His medical education in the main 
was acquired as many of 
our oldest practitioners qualified 
themselves in those early days, by 
studying at home and at the bed 
ideof the sick. He was a man ol 
musual energy and at one time 
probably enjoyed the confidence of 
large a patronage as any physi 
,n who ever lived in the county 
For years bis practice was im 
inense and laborious, but always 
responded to with energy and zeal, 
""is patients clung to him with unu 
al confidence and tenacity. As 
an example of untiridg energy in 
earlier and more active years, we 
may well follow him. In his later 
-s the infirmities of age and 
disease incapacitated him from ac- 
service, and finally confined 
him to his home for many months 
before his death— his end coming at 
last as the sunset ot a fall. 

While not a member of the later 
medical organizations in this coun- 
ty, he was for years identified with 
those in active practice, and up to 
ten or fifteen years a«o was a mem- 
ber of the Christian County Medical 
Society.
